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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-26, 32, 36-41 are allowed. 

In Regard to independent claim 2, while, the prior art of record disclose of a 
system comprising: a plurality of fixedly mountable microphone that receive audio input 
corresponding to the intelligibility test signals based upon the sound source; 

circuits coupled to respective microphones including circuitry that automatically 
detects a received signal at a certain time, analyzes the received signal and evaluates 
intelligibility of audio received by the respective microphones, the circuits each include a 
network output port and which includes a plurality of ambient condition detectors with at 
least some of microphones carried by respective ones of the detectors. 

However, none of the art of record disclose of such specific wherein a plurality of 
loud speakers that emit intelliaibilitv test signals throughout a region: a plurality of fixedly 
mountable microphones that receive audio input correspondinp to the intelliaibilitv test 
signals based upon their respective physical relationship with the members of the 
plurality of speal<ers \ circuits coupled to respective microphones including circuitry that 
automatically detects a received signal at a predetermined time , analyzes the received 
signal by comparing a depth of modulation thereof with a test signal in each of a 
Plurality of frequency bands , evaluates intelligibility of audio received by the respective 
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microphones based upon the comparative depth of modulation where reduction in 
modulation depth of the received signal is associated with loss of intelliaibility and 
generates an indicator of intelligibility on a per microphone basis . 

Similarly, independent claims 4, 7, 9, 1 1 , 18, 32, 37, 40 which cite the same 
claim limitation as independent claim 2 has similarly been analyzed and allowed for 
same reason.
